The item for discussion was the
continued deliberation of the ambulatory surgical treatment
center (ASTC) rule, 1200-08-10-.01(7)(b), regarding the
ASTC definition concerning four hours or less under
anesthesia. The standing committee voted to allow a timed
waiver allowing the routinely four hours or less for anesthesia
requirement to be waived for six (6) months for Parkwest
Plastic Surgery Center and to have within three (3) months a
hearing before the standing committee to address the above
rule.

December 5, 2017: The first item for discussion was to
continue the standing committee’s deliberation of ASTC rule,
1200-08-10-.01(7)(b) regarding the ASTC definition for four
hours or less under anesthesia. Parts (a) & (c) of the definition
were also considered by the standing committee. The standing
committee voted to remove (a) & (b) of the ASTC definition
and to include (c) as a part of the full body of the definition.
An interpretative guideline (IG) was also approved by the
standing committee to reflect the rulemaking language voted
on and referenced above. The second item for discussion was
the proposed nursing home rule language related to PC 355
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regarding drug disposal. The standing committee voted to
approve rule language that was presented to the committee.

EMS REPORT

At the October 4™, 2017 Board for Licensing Health Care
Facilities meeting, Robert Seesholtz, EMS Trauma System
Manager, presented the EMS report. He provided the Board
with updates of the February 10, 2017 Trauma Care Advisory
Council Meeting report: Holston Valley Medical Center,
Summit Medical Center, and Bristol Regional Medical Center.
The institutions were previously visited the first part of the
year and Mr. Seesholtz was pleased to announce that those
required corrective action plans have been submitted and
deem appropriate for review. Mr. Seesholtz provided the
board with results of a few trauma site visits for Stone Crest
Medical Center, Sumner Regional Medical Center and
Horizon Medical Center. Stone Crest Medical Center had met
the requirements and standards to be designated as a
provisional level 3 trauma center and a follow-up visit will
occur in 1 year. Sumner Regional Medical Center had a follow
up provisional designated in 2016 and multiple areas of
improvement were noted and no deficiencies were found. As a
result the trauma site review team recommended continued
provisional level 3 for one year with a focused site review in 1
year. Lastly, Horizon Medical Center also had a follow-up
provisional designated in 2016 and multiple areas of
improvement were noted and no deficiencies were found. As a
result the trauma site review team granted full designation as a
level 3 trauma center.

At the February 7" 2018 Board for Licensing Health Care
Facilities meeting, Robert Seesholtz, EMS Trauma System
Manager, presented the EMS report. He presented the Trauma
Report which is not ready for public consumption and must
still be presented to the legislature and the Trauma Care
Advisory Council for approval. Mr. Seesholtz also presented
to the Board the site visit occurrence at Blount Memorial and
the facility’s submission of a letter to remove the facility from
participation in the trauma program. He also presented the last
TCAC minutes.

NURSE AIDE REPORT

At the October 4" 2017 Board for Licensing Health Care
Facilities, Wanda King, Nurse Aide Program Manager,
presented the nurse aide report. Mrs. King informed the board
that there are 45,000 active nurse aides in Tennessee. Mrs.
King further explained in order to become a nurse aide, an
individual has to complete a competency exam that includes a
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written and skilled portion of the test that administered by an
independent contractor which had been contracted with the
state for about 5 years. Mrs. King reported they are in the
process in renewing the contract for the 3" time since she has
worked with the nurse aide registry. She informed since nurse
aide last developed an RFP process that was fairly simple, is
now quite involved. Now the nurse aide program has oversight
from security, information technology and legal counsel as
well. This process will now take 6 months at a minimal to
develop a RFP and because of this they will not meet the
deadline to have RFP release and availability for a new
contract to be issued by January 2018. In order to address the
needs of testing for nurse aides they are in process of
preparing an application to go before the physical review
committee and request a 6 month extension of the current
contract. Mrs. King assured the Board they are working the
best they can to ensure there is no interruption in those
services and will keep the Board updated as she is informed
about the RFP release.

There was no nurse aide report for the February 7", 2018
Board for Licensing Health Care Facilities meeting.

limited to those procedures which are commonly

performed on an inpatient basis in hospitals but may
safely be performed in an ASTC;” 1200-08-10-
.01(7)(b)”’if anesthesia is required for a surgical
procedure, it must be local, regional or general
anesthesia and routinely be four (4) hours or less in
duration;” until new rule language is effective which
removes the above two rules from the current ASTC
Standards and incorporates 1200-08-10-.01(7)(c) into
the full ASTC definition.
